Right now there's 
plenty of money and credit for 
business expansion, home build- 
ing, consumer spending. Those 
who want credit would object, 
however, if the money well sud- 
denly went dry. 


Still, Federal 
Reserve Bank 


officials here and in Washing- 
ton! are bringing up the question 
of change — and emphasizing 
that inflation is still a question 
and not a present threat. 


The federal reserve system 


has been one of the supplirs of 
the money and credit that has 
been readily available during 
the long business upturn. And, 
Alfred Hayes, 'president of the 
Federal Reserve Bank of New 
York, says this has made 
a 


valuable contribution to the eco- 
nomic expansion. 


But he adds: "The question 


could be raised whether con- 
tinued increases on the scale of 
recent years might not be 
little too generous even from a

Marine lieutenant, was timed in 
an Olympic record 28:24.4 after 
pulling away from world record- 
holder Ron Clarke and one of 
the finest 
10,000-meter fields 


ever assembled. 


His victory was the first ever 


at that distance for the United

Russia Sticks 
Its Nose into 
U.S. Electron

WASHINGTON (AP) - The 


Russians stick their nose into 
American 
presidential cam- 


paigns every four years direct 
ly, indirectly or accidentally. 


It was direct enough last July 


when Sen. Barry Goldwater won 
the Republican nomination and 
Premier Khrushchev 
accused 


him 
of trying "to enter the 


White House under the slogans 
of 
unbridled 
anti-communism 


and war threats." 


And the Russian leader lik- 


ened the Republican convention 
to a Nazi party rally. 


Khrushchev has been quiet 


since. But now Russia has shot 
three men aloft in a space cap- 
sule circling the earth 
and 


outdoing anything this country 
ever attempted. 


It isn't clear whether they had 


to do this right now for scientif- 
ic reasons, hoped it might add 
to the wrangle between Presi- 
dent Johnson and Goldwater, or 
just didn't care. 


It's not the first time they did 


this kind of thing in the midst of 
t 
a campaign. They did it in 1960,! 
when they orbited two dogs. Not 
<to be outdone, the United States 
shot 
three 
mice 
aloft 


before the campaign was over. 


Yet, what the Russians did 


then was 
like a quiet aft- 


erthought to a bad year that got 
off to a pleasant start. 


In I960 President Eisenhower 


and Khrushchev not only, ex- 
changed 
Happy 
New 
Year 


greetings 
but 
arranged 
for 


Eisenhower to visit Russia in 
June. Then the roof fell down, 
or rather the American U2 spy- 
plane did. 
' . 


The Russians shot it out of the 


sky 
over their motherland in 


May. 


In quick order that month 


Khrushchev broke up the Paris 
summit meeting with Eisenhow- 
er, denounced him, called 
off 


the President's trip to Russia, 
and cabled Democratic 
party 


leaders in this country. 


He said " broad sections of the 


(American) 
public and many 


prominent political figures in 
the United States are seriously 
concerned" about the Eisenhow- 
er administration's handling of 
foreign policy. 


One of those receiving the 


cablegram was Lyndon B. John- 
son, then Democratic leader of 
the Senate and hopefully but 
unsuccessfully, as it turned out, 
seeking the Democratic presi- 
dential nomination which John 
F. Kennedy got. 


Johnson denounced the Khru- 


shchev message, saying it was 
an attempt to divide Americans 
and 
cripple 
their 
bipartisan 


foreign policy. This didn't keep 
Khrushchev 
from getting fur- 


ther mixed up in the American 
political pot which was coming 
to a boil. 
9 


On -lime 21 he was expressing 


hope Americans would elect a 
president and government that 
would remedy what he called 
the mistakes of the Eisenhower 
administration. He was rebuked 
for this by Secretary of State 
Christian A. 
Herter 
who ac- 


cused him of interference in 
American internal affairs. 


Then on July 13 Khrushchev 


expressed his opinions to a visit- 
ing American — Joseph Curran, 
president of the National Mari- 
time Union — on Kennedy and 
Vice President Richard M. Nix- 
on. The vice president had de- 
bated Khrushchev in a Moscow 
display kitchen in 1959. 


Curran said Khrushchev dis- 


paraged Nixon but thought Ken- 
nedy 
made "some sense." If 


this seemed like favoritism, it 
didn't last long. He had some 
more to say in August in 
a 


speech hoping Americans would 
elect a president whose policy 
called for improving relations 
with Russia. 


He indicated neither Kennedy 


nor Nixon was the man and said 
it was as difficult to choose 
between them as between left 


, and right in a pair of boots. He 
! called them both "lackeys 
of 


! monopoly capital." That was in 


j August I960. 


It wasn't all he did that year. 


In September and October he 
went to the United Nations in 
New York and distracted Amer- 
icans from the campaign with a 
one-man 
show which he cli- 


maxed by pounding a U.N. desk 
with his shoe. 


Several times Stevenson pro- 


posed a ban on hydrogen bomb 
tests. And twice, to Eisenhow- 
er's annoyance, Bulganin wrote, 
not to Stevenson but to Eisen- 
hower, seconding the motion. 
Bulganin made his letters public 
.before Eisenhower saw 
them. 


This burned up Eisenhower. He 
told the 'Russian to mind his 
own business. 


But before election day a 


thundering international climax 
made the presidential campaign 
look 
almost 
secondary. 
The 


Russians got involved, but this 
time they couldn't be blamed 
for thinking it up. 


First, Britain, France and 


Israel 
attacked 
Egypt 
and 


Eisenhower told them' to back 
up. Then the Hungarians revolt- 
ed 
and 
Khrushchev crushed 


them 
with 
Russian 
troops. 


Americans, who had talked of 
freeing the satellites, did noth- 
ing and could do untiling without 
risking a world war.
